Council  of  the  said  District,  in  accordance  with  section 
96,  sub-section  (67),  of  the  “Municipal  Act,  1891;” 
provided,  however,  that  the  total  amounts  of  the  said 
payments  so  to  be  made  as  aforesaid  to  the  said  Reeve, 
or  to  each  of  the  said  Councillors,  shall  not  exceed  in 
amount  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  per  annum. 

2.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Reeve  and 
Councillors  Indemnity  By-Law,  1891.”
